Deputy Kempton 
was at his ranch on the Solomon- 
ville

He immediately left 
in his 
Ford 
to get his men as 
they came over on the Highway 
from Duncan 
When about three 
miles east of Solomonville 
the 
Hudson loomed in sight 
and the 
officer awaited their approach

they 
put on extra 
speed and went by 
the Ford like a 
flash
